Un- 
der Mr. Baskin's and City Eneineer 
Pruitt's direction, these men and 
teams have worked since morning and 
have succeeded in holding the bridge 
in place, though the water is now 
flowing two feet above the bridge. 

The cable ferry is ready for im- 
mediate use in case the bridge gives 
way, which is probable, since a fall 
is not expected for several days at 
least. Several Chinese gardeners 
whose gardens and homes were in the 
river bed here lost their gardens and 
homes.

The best part of it was 
that the pay checks found their way 
into the hands of the sixty neglected 
wives and mothers. 

Over $2000 was paid out to aixty 
women ranging in years from 19 
to 60 by Deputy District At- 
torneys Joos and Selph, who were 
recently placed in charge of this im- 
portant feature of the county's work 
by Capt. Fredericks. Each woman, 
with but three exceptions, was 
handed a county voucher for $39, or 
$1.50 a day for every days work per- 
formed in the month by the hus- 
band who had neglected her while 


out of jail. 
Under the law, a husband who 


fails to provide the necessities of life 
for his wife or children is guilty of 
a felony and is liable to a sentence 
of from one month to two years. 
Nearly all of the failure to provide 
prisoners in the County Jail received 
the extreme penalty. 

The law also provides that men 
sentenced under this law shall be 
compelled to work, when able, on 
county highways or othe For 
this shall be paid the sum of $1.50 
a day, of which every penny shall 
So to the neglected wife. 

the last fifteen months over 
300 married men have been 
sentenced to jail for failing to care 
for the mother of their children, and, 
as a result, the county roads are in 
better condition than they have been 
or a long time. 

Many of the women who received 
vouchers yesterday declared that if 
it were not for the monthly wages of 
their husbands received in this way 
they would be destitute. The $2000 
will also make the coming month 
happier and brighter for the 134 
children of the sixty fathers. 

One woman, nearing middle age 
came into Mr. Joos’s office, accom- 
panied by five children, ranging from 
2 to 9 years of age. Her husband 
was a prosperous merchant in 4 
Nebraska city for many years. He 
came to Los Angeles three years ago 
and invested a part of his earnings 
In a fake mining proposition. Then 
he took to drink and deserted his 
wife and family. He was arrested at 
the request of. the District Attorney's 
office and Judge Monroe sentenced 
him to two years. Now he is work- 
ing on the chain gang and the county 
is caring for the neglected six.

WIRELESS TOWERS FOR PANAMA. 


Contract Let for Huge Plants That 
Will Enable Commanication to Be 
Had With Our Navy Everywhere. 
[Washington Star:] The govern- 
ment has let the contract for the erec- 
tion of its giant wireless plant for the 


telegraph purposes of the Panama 
Canal Zone. Preliminary work upon 
the station, which is one of a scheme 
of huge wireless plants that is to make 
possible unbroken communication 
with our navy all over the world, wil) 
start immediately. Fach of the tow- 
ers will be 600 feet high. and will 
have @ 150-foot triangular base taper- 
ing to a ten-foot triangle at the top. 
More than 1000 tons of steel will enter 
into their construction. 

The wireless towers will be erected 
close to the site of the Gatun locks. 
They will be planted about ninety feet 
apart. The steel for structure 
is being manufactured at Toledo, 0. 
and much of it isa now ready for ship- 
ment. It is expected that it will take 
more than five months for the com- 
letion of the towers. With the put- 
ting of this plant Into operation, direct 
communication with Washington wil! 
he ible under all conditiqna, and 
the path of this communication will 


be Panama-Arlington.

navy in that it will enable unbroken 
communication with our ships when 
in southern seas, but it will also be 
an added feature for the defense of 
the canal. An enemy might possibly 
succeed in cutting the cable undiscov- 
ered, but it would be impossible to cut 
the wireless bonds between the zone 
and Washington.

He is 
one of the best soldiers in the United 
States army today. He is a fine, two- 
handed, hard-eyed old fighter—and 
he is universally loved. It is not too 
much to say that he is one of the 
best diplomats who ever drew gov- 
ernment pay. He has softened more 
asperities—at a time when the as- 
perities wore high tints and eagle 
feathers and were howling on hilltops 
—than any other man who ever 
fought in the West. 

Six years ago Scott was superintend- 
ent at West int. At that time 30, 
000 of the wickedest Indians that ever

patch where Utah, Arizona, Colorado 
and New Mexico join. It is as hard 
to t into that country with a guide 
as for a tourist to visit Buckingham 
Palace. It would be a murderous job 
to take an army into those mountains, 
against the best guerilia fighters in 
the world. Fifty men could hold any 
One of a dozen passes against a thou- 
sand. The Indians hed real griev- 
ances, and an old chief named Bye-a- 
Lille was stirring them up. 

The Indians believed that Bye-a- 
Lille could kill any Indian who dis- 
obeyed him. They thought he might 
be able to kill a white man now and 
then through his magic arts. 

“Go Gown there and ten 

them out,” President Roosevelt wired 
Scott. 
So Scott rode from the nearest army 
post, with an escort of cavalry, for 
appeararnce’s sake. By and by he got 
into the e of the Indian country. 
Then he sent his cavalry into camp 
and went on alone. He rode to the 
top of a high hill and sent up a signal 
emoke. He sat by that smoke until 
it was answered. Then he rode into 
the Indian stronghold and stayed there 
three days. When he came out the 
trouble was all settled. 

“They had been lied to,” was his 
brief explanation. “They only needed 
to understand.” 

STUDENT OF INDIAN LANGUAGE. 

Brig.-Gen. Scott has been doing that 
sort of thing all his life. He is & 
Kentuckian and was uated from 
West Point in 1876. © years later, 
when he was a second lieutenant, he 
helped hold a band of hostile Chey- 
ennes in what is now the State of 
North Dakota. They eventually broke 
away by night and went on the war 
trail, but before they left he had 
gained a fair knowledge of the Indian 
sign language, which is common to all 
tribes. He has been broadening and 
perfecting that language ever since. 
No matter from what tribe an Indian 
may come, Scott can talk to him on 
his hands. What is more important, 
he can make the Indian believe. He 
trailed a band of Crows for 500 miles 
in mid-winter on one occasion. When 
he finally caught up to them the 
Crows prepared to ht. Scott in- 
sisted on talking to them first—and 
they surrendered. It was Scott who 
managed that bloodthirsty old war- 
rior Geronimo when he was finally 
captured. He left the Apaches peace- 
ful and prosperous. 

Scott proved that savage human 


with the jeweled; „sture is very much alike under any 


sun, too. In 1902 he became boss of 
Jolo in the Sulu archipelago. Moros 
have an unpleasant habit of running 
amuck. Their bolos are something 
more than weapons to them. “They 
are badges of honor and freedom. 
But Scott told his charges that they 
must give up their knives. Sulu be- 
gan to boll at once. So that Scott 
called in the Moro chiefs and talked 
the matter over with them. When 
they went away they left their knives 
behind. A year later Sultan Jamulal 
gave signs of insubordination. Scott
